mills says that: 
“ The working-hours of all the 
girls extended from five o’clock

Many a home was bereav­ 
ed by the tragic death of loved 
ones u\ the mill’s unfamiliar and 
dangerous m achinery. 
Confined all day long in un­ 
ventilated buildings and disease- 
laden air, tuberculosis became 
the common disease of the work­ 
er. Those boys and girls who did 
survive 
grew

uneducated, 
m any of whom were never able 
to write their own r. »mes nor 
read. There being no time for 
wholesome 
leisure, 
the 
social 
habits of these young people of­ 
tentim es became vicious. The in­ 
fant mortality rate becam e ap­ 
palling where m others had to be 
away from home 
all day, 
or 
where the father s wages were 
in the 
lowest income bracket 
Exhausted 
by 
long 
hours 
of 
monotonous grind, 
family life 
declined almost to the vanishing 
point. 
Life bega" in poverty; it was 
literally spent for and purchased 
only poverty; it ended in pover­ 
ty, 
Undernourishment, 
insuffi­ 
cient and poor clothing, and mis­ 
erable houses, crowded together 
and segregated 
becam e the lot 
of those who had to labor for a 
living. 
The picture today is not so 
dark, of course, as it was in the 
early days of the Industrial Re­ 
volution. 
But living conditions 
for most of the toilers of society 
throughout the world have im ­ 
proved all too slowly.

Trees And Plants 
Are Advised For 
Climate Control 
It is still not too late to join 
the celebration of Arbor Day. 
But it may be helpful to know 
tha* those people who 
are 
ai* 
v iy s talking about the weather 
can really do something about 
it 
According 
to 
the 
American 
Association of Nurs e r y rn t n. 
proper planting helps consider­ 
ably in keeping your home cooler 
come Sum m er and w arm er in 
Winter. 
Climate control is what they 
Call this theory, and tests show 
that it really w-orks 
say the 
nurserymen. 
Take the shade of that old ap­ 
ple tree 
an example. 
If the tree's 
planted 
in 
the 
right spot it can reduc* wall and 
i oof tem peratures as much as 20 
to 40 degrees o. a hot Sum m er 
afternoon. And the right spot is 
i location where it will shade 
the west w all and roof of the 
house, protecting them from the 
hot ra \s of the sun which pour 
di rectly on the west side of the 
house in sum m er. 
Wrien the cold w eather comes, 
the sun sets in the southwest. At 
wuth the sun because in Winter 
the tree shade won’t interfere 
any ;ate. if you plant a tree that 
sheds its leaves, the sun will be 
certain to shine on your home 
during ccid w eather when you 
need all the natural w arm th you 
can obtain. 
H ere’s something else to keep 
in mind—cold air flow's down­ 
ward and settles at the 
lowest 
point of ground. You need only 
a slope of a foot or tw i to set up 
this air movement. So, if your 
home is surrounded by a n atu r­ 
al fence of plant and shrubs, be 
sure there’s a gate at the foot oi 
the property that can be open­ 
ed so that the cold air can flow 
out ireely when 
it’s 
time 
for 
Spring and Fall frosts. By the 
sam e token, if you keep the gate 
closed in Sum m er, a cool pock­ 
et of air will collect on the lower 
side of the 
garden, 
making 
a 
comfortable spot to sit on 
hot 
Sum m er evenings. 
Wall plants ere important, too. 
Wood, brick and 
stucco 
walls 
that are out in the sun absorb the 
full blast of its heat, stoiv it up 
and 
cause sleepless 
Sum m er 
nights. To remedy this, vines, 
shrubs or 
espaliered 
p l a n t s 
should be 
planted 
around 
the 
house, 
where they 
will 
h el p 
shield the walls from the sun. 
Another good idea is to build 
a pergola to keep the sun 
off 
the west side of the house. Flow­ 
ering vines, climbing roses and 
sim ilar plants, as well as fruits, 
such as grapes, will make the 
pergola cool anc’ add charm to 
the exterior of your home 
as 
well. 
A solidly paved walk or drive­ 
way attracts heat and can also 
cause an annoying 
glare. 
The 
nurserym en suggest 
making 
a 
walk of small squares so that 
grass can grow between them. 
This won lower the heat consid­ 
erably and reduce glare.
